Among many things for which this country 
should be reverently grateful, wo rank th 
Providential cconomy which deposited yery 
little Coal and Iron beneath tho soil of New- 
England. For, had this been otherwise, those 
nefarious ‘Yanks would have set to making 
Iron—they are none too good to do it—and 
thon such statesmen as Senator McDougall of 
California would have talked, even when sober, 
euch amazing drivel as this: 


“Gentlemen bere soem to think that all progress hos 
Deen covtraligvd In the question of the condition ef 
acrvitude in the South, How docs ic happon that the 
Dewmooratio purty of the North ever had any relation to 
tho mojority of ‘tho Se this reason: Heo 
tho Demooratio party th held to the do 
of fre trade. "Tho Denworatio party to-day b 
same doctrine, They do not believe that Now-E 
With her manofsororive, should overwhelm the Re: 
public; that every intorest hesido hors should bo taxed 
to maintain her. “Vhoy believo In the large polley which 
has boon doveloped by modern Euroveon and Aiporiean 
civilization, which hos been taught by all great writers 
and preached by all great thinkers for the lust bulf 
‘The Deiwovratio party will maintain that 
they have alwys doue so; and therefore they 
were akin to tho Sonth, nnd for uo other reason. It was 
Because they always ‘upposod the excessive taxntivn 
Which wns thought neceasury to make williouaires of 
all Now-Englond.

It has toxed every burhel of corn and every pound of 
Fheat and product of labor, Eas, W rth and 
South, for the purposw of sustaining a partiontar polioy 
speolol to New-Englond, The South thoawbt it detrl 
meptal to themselven; the West thought it doteineutal 
to themselyor: and I know at is detrimental to the oust 
to whlob I bolune: for wo pay an Samonse taxition for 
tho privilege of being governed, to the manafucturers of 
New-Eneland; and thes have become ao prosperous that 
enterpriso cuunet competo with thom in other parts of 
the country. Enterprise Iu Californis aanuot compets 
With them, beoausy they bave been built ap with such 
colossal streugth by the logislution of tho Federal Gov- 
ernment.” 


—Yes; but forthe benignant denial of Coal 
and Iron to New-England, while both abound 
in Ponnsylvania, Virginia, Illinois and throngh- 
out the great West, those who are allowed to 
sit in the seats of Madison and the elder Bayard, 
of Clay, Webster and Ewing, might utter such 
drivel as tho above, and not really know how 
essentially loathsome it is. 

We must bave Iron in ever-increasing quanti- 
ties. The advance of a people in civilizution is 
pretty accurately measured by their increased 
consumption of Irou. 

Those branches of Manufacture which the 
polioy of Protection—established ogoinst hor 
protest und her yotes—has naturalized in 
New-England, will be gradnally diffused all 
over the country. The Wool of Wisconsin and 
Minnesota will be spun and woven on their 
own soil, by those who eat their abundant 
Bread and Meat where it is cheapest and 
most wholesome. So tho South, relieved 
of the incubus of Slavery, will make the Cot 
ton Fabrics she requires, instead of sending her 
Cotton to the North and buying theuce her 
Shirtings and Sbeetivgs; but our Iron industry 
cannot be transferred to New-England, be- 
cause of the bulk of the Ore and Coal to be 
combined in the production of Iron. Every ten 
years ought to see dur production of Iron at 
least doubled and that of Steel quadrapled; 
while Lead, Zinc, Copper, and other of the 
baser metals—none of them fonnd, to any ex- 
tent, at the East—will be required in like pro- 
portion. Shall we boy them from En- 
rope? or dig them from our own oil? 
If there be avy metal not indigenous bere, we 
would import it under no other than Revenue 
duties, Show ns tbat some natural impediment 
—such as our climate in the ase of Coffee, 
Pineapples and Spices—forbida the production 
on onr soil of any article, save at a considerably 
greater cost of lubor than is required to produce 
it elsewhere—and we will oppose any effort to 
Protect it bere. But the simple fact that we are 
beginners in avy manufacture, while other na- 
tions bave attained all profiviency therein, eo as 
to be sble for a timo to undersell us, 
is no reason at all for our importing 
it—as John Stuart Mill fairly admits in 
his ‘Principles of Political Economy,” We 
now make a hundred important articles— 
such as Plows, Axes, Seyth &c.—at once 
cheaper and better than we could obtain them 
trom abroa et, if we were to begin to make 
any of these to-day, it would doubtless cost 
more for atime to make it here than to import 
it, But Iron is so essentially a product of mere 
Labor—a tun being substantially an aggrega- 
tion of 0 many days’ work—that we can hardly 
hope to make it su cheap asit can be imported, 
while our Labor costs double to quadruple the 
Price of just such Labor in Western Europe. 
We therefore expect that Iron will need Protec- 
tion for many years, or until Europe recom- 
penses at least her skilled Labor more fairly 
than she now docs. 

But does it thence follow that American Iron 
¢osts more? This the cliquo who arrogate to 
themselves the knowledge of Political Economy 
habitually assume, Thus Prof. A. L. Perry, of 
Williams College—who has lately escayed to 
teach his countrymen the ‘Elements of Politi- 
eal Economy "—thus satisfies bimeelf that it is 
always better to buy whatever is offered at the 
lewest money price: 


“A and B will not exchenge services, unless tho ef- 
fort which each renders to the other is leaa onerous than

The fact that wo baye an vconomi- 
cal public officer, shows the extent of the “Pub, 
Doo.” abuso, Everybody in Washington bas a 
license to rush into print. According to the 
prosont plan, every olerk whose desk is called 
Bureau, every potty office-bolder around the 
Departments, may write out his opinions 
at interminable Jength, and hayo them pnt 
into print at publio expense, Sinco we 
havo had a national office of our own, this 
evil haa increased. Tho figures of four years 
show a great advance in oxpenditure, In 1862, 
wo paid for pablio printing, including paper, 
lithographing and binding, $549,390 13, In 
1865, we paid $2,183,010 78, an inereaso of, 
almost 400 per cent. Mr. Defrees adds the 
opinion that with the closo of the war the de- 
mand for printing will bo greatly lessened, 
while the decrease in tho price of Jabor and 
materials will render a large appropriation 
unecessary.

The sail here is more loamy than 
the place preparing for the vineyura: aud I believe 
most of the land west of the railroad is uf the eamo 
character, Indeed, outside the Manohestor tract, 
Where farms havo beea long cultivated. nobody denies 
thoir productiveness. It is only the loud that bos 
never been tested that is pronounced “barren,” and 
the only evidence that it is barren 4s that it baa never 
beon proved otherwise, 

Lifv-long hnbits and ocenpations of those who inbab- 
ited this wilderuess region of NewJersey, but did not 
own tlio soil, bave made them earnest, xelfinterested 
witnesses avuliist the possibliity of growing crops where 
novo bud ever been gruwn before, 

Even the Brat sttemprs to cultivate cranberries were 
ridiculed with the vtmost pertinacity of ignoranes and 
prejnlice, aga thiag utterly impracticable, if not. im- 
poselble,’ Tt has been dificult to convince sows of 
tue people that they bave nut an inalienable right tu 
pick the fruit, however produced, becanse they had 
alwoys enjoyed that right upvn the natural cranberry 
bogs: ergo, orauberries heing wild fruit, their right to 
ww copld not be abridged by moving tho vines from their 
wild locality to a mure doieatic oue.

Denthb of Frederika Bremer. 
Tntelligenco is recoived of tho death of Frod- 
crika Bremer, the Swedish novoliat, ono of tho 
best known womon of the contury. Sho was 
born in 1802 on tho banks of tho Aura, near Abo, in 
Finland. Hor family, which was wealthy, romoved 
into Sweden when sho was about throo years old, 
She was carofully educated, spont n your in Paris, 
end was afterward a teacher in a female seminary 
in Stockholm. In 1842 her novel “Tho Nelgh- 
bors” was trauslated into English by Mury Howitt, 
published in England, and immodiatoly became 
popular. Bubsequently Mrs, Howitt translated 
“Tho Home,” “Tho Diary)” “Tho H. Family,’ 
“Tho President's Daughtor,” “Nina,” “ Brothors 


exionded through the year and throughout the werld; 


and Bistors,” “Life in Dolecarlis,” and “The 


Midnight;" all of which wore republished in Amer- 
ion, and widely circulated. In 1850-51, Miss 
Bremer visited America, and was very warmly wel- 
comed, She had proviously traveled widely on tho 
continent of Europe and in England. On her return 
from the United States, sho published n book made 
Up of lettors to her sister, entitled “ Homes of tho 
New World,” which appeared simultoncously in 
Sweden, England, and America, “England in 
1851" appoared at Altona in 1852. In 1856 sho 
wrote “Hortha,” in 1858  Fathor and Daughter,” 
andafer a residence in tho South of Europo abe 
Published in 1860 “Tso Years in Switzerland and 
Italy." This was followed by a Journey to tho 
Holy Land, whence sho roturned by woy of Turkey 
and Greece, and in the lattor country propared her 


books on the Holy Land and Turkey. At tho time 
of her death sho was residing in Stockholm, 

Miss Bromer will bo vory generally rogrotted in 
tho United States, whero her books aro widely rend, 
and whore sho mado many personal friends during 
hor visit. ‘Tho most completo edition of her works 
was published at Leipsic in 20 vols., from 1841 to 
1803} and many of thoin have been translated into 


Gorman, French, and Datch, as well os into Eu- 
glish,

even Coolies from the East Indies have been 
talked of; but there seems to be no sort of re- 
lionce on the labor of Southern Whites, ‘* Will 
the negross contract?” ‘Will the negroes 
work?” were asked till the questions became 
too palpably absurd; but no one has asked 
whether the Whites would work. It has b 
quietly taken for granted that they would not. 
We non-concur in this assumption. 

Why not give them fair trial? There must 
bs Half a Million men and boys—say between 
16 and 60—in the ex-Slave States who can only 
live honestly by manual labor. ‘They need 
food, clothes, and nearly every comfort of life. 
They own no Innd; they have no skill in law- 
yer-oraft or other headwork; they are too proud 
to beg, and must work or steal, Yet few of 
them are at work this day; not many expect to 
work stéadily through the onsuing genial season. 
Were seven-eighths of thom set to work adyan- 
tageously, they could not fail to add at least 
One Hundred aud Fifty Millions per annum to 
the wealth of our conntry—equal to the burden 
of our National Debt. How long shell this 
mine of wealth remain unproductive? 

We pray the statesmen and thinkers of the 
Bouth to look to it, It isnot possible to go 
back; we must go forward. The Poor Whites 
are the etrength and glory of their country. If 
they work, the Sonth must rapidly increase in 
remain idle, the 
Sonthwust romain impoverished, ignorant, im- 
potent, And now is thé time—when old things 
have forevor passed away—to imbue them with 
‘wholesome conceptions of the nobility of Labor 
and the manliness of living by your own honest 
and useful exertion. 

We hope soon to hear that thousands of Cotton 
end other mannfactories are springing up beside 
Bouthern rivers and among the glons of South- 
ern mountains; the cheap food, ready cotton, 
infinite wator-power, and abundant children, of 
tho Southern hill country rendering that # most 
favorable region for manufactures.

OUR REVENUE SXxSTEM. 
The last Congress anthorized a Commission 
to investigate and scrutinize the whole subj 
of Taxation, with a view to the simplifica- 
tion of our Revenue system, so a3 to ren- 
der our taxes multifarious and 
burdensome. That Commission hes made its 
first report, The changes they propose are nu- 
merous, important and, ve beliove, in the main, 
judicious. Among them aro the following 
1, An exemption of all incomes below $1,000! 
from the Income Tax. 
2. Areduotion of the tax on Di 
from $2 to $1 per gallon. 
3. A remission of sll taxes now levied on 
Wearing Apparel. 
3. A repeal of the taxes now levied on Pig 
Tron ($2 40 per tun,) Coal (six cents per tan,) 
and crudo Petroleum ($1 per gallon). 
4. A repeal of all taxes now levied on Books, 
Mavazines and Pamphlets; leaving the present 
taxes on Paper, Leather, &c., untouched. 
5, A reduction by one-half of the duties now 
Jevied on Home Manufactures generally, 
6. A repeal-of all taxes now levicd on repai 
of engines, ears, carriages, ships, &c. 
7. A repesl of all taxes 
A. of the Internal Revenue Act of last session, 
except those on Billiard"Tables. 
8. Areduction of the tax leyied on 
brokers’ sales of Stocks from $5 por $1,000 to 
$1 per $1,000. 
9, An inorease of the tax on raw Cotton from 
2 to 5 cents per pound. 
—Theso moilifications are proposed to take 
effect on the Ist day of July next, or at the 
commencement of the noxt fiscal year; and 
their genoral effect will be a reduction of our 
present burden of Internal Taxes by about one- 
fourth.

It may be two y co wo announced that 
a German chemist in Buffalo claimed to bavo| 
discovered a process whereby tho Starch of 
Indian Corn might bo readily transmuted into 
Sugar, whereof it has long been known as the 
chemical equivalent. His patent was bought 
soon afterward, by #company in this City, who 
have eince been experimenting with it, under the 
direotion of Mr. A. F. Ockorshausen, the emi- 
nent and life-long Sugar-refiner, 17 Rose-s 
‘Wo looked in there a few days since, and\' 
gleaned the following facts: 
1, No marketable Sugar has yet been mado 
under this patent. That which alone has been 
produced in any quantity is what is known as 
Grape Sugar—differing in the form of its parti- 
cles from Cane Sugar, and not convertible into 
the latter by any known process, nor acceptable 
as o substitute therefor. 
2. Sirup, of a very fair quality, is made of 
Corn undor this patent, and may be to any ex- 
tent. We do not consider it so intensely sweet 
ss Cane or Maple Sirup of equal density, but 
we could detect no alloy or other fault in it. 
We should judge that 100 gallons of Corn Sirap 
are about equal to 75 of equally thick Cano 
Sirup. The color of the two does not materi- 
ally differ. 
3. The Starch ofthe Corn is separated for 
irup precisely as it is for the production of the 
Beyond that 
point, wo did not obsorve the process; but pro- 
sume the transmutation of Starch into Sugar is 
akin to that whereby Alcohol is obtained from 
Grain, 
4. Mr. Ockerahansen says that a bushel: of 
Cor yields three gallons of Sirup, worth 75 
cents per gallon. The residuum (Gluten, Bran, 
&c.) sells at 20 cents per bushel for Feed. 
—This is all of consequence We learned on 
onr visit thatwe have not since forgotten, No> 
gle flask of the Sirup shown us there 
was an unmistakable and quite considerable 
deposit of orystals of Sugar—real Sugar—in the 
bottom; but how caused we did not leam; ond 
we understand that the company no more than 
ye understand why this particular flask orystal- 
lized, whito others did not. 
How far the company consider thoir invon-| 
tion or process a success, and whather they still 
hope to produce nnexceptionable Sugar from 
Corn, we did not inquire; but wo believe they 
aro satisfied that Sirup from Corn is a fixed 
fact, and one of decided importance.
